Prestdent Pra-
demte de Moreas, when he took office
on Nov, T I8, was regarded with
profound disirust hy the personal god-
herents of Marshal Floriano
Bl greater distrust, however, and
positive dislike bordering on hatred
were felt by the Florianlstas townrd
Viee President Manoel Vietorino,
Though unwilling 1o adupt Floriano's
methods, the pregident sought to con-
cilinte the Florlanistas, whose influence
with the army made them formidable
adversaries, and In doing this he was
obliged to shape his polley as Lo
Invalve himsell In difflcalties and rens
der his administration utterly barren
His attempts at concllintion were only
Fartly successful, In the diMeult and
dungerous sitation In which he found
timself his health finally gave way.

THE WAR IN BAHIA,

It was during the president’s Hlness
that the disastrous war against the
fanatles In Bahia was begun, On the
very day on which he resumed offipe
the death and defeat of Moreira Cesar

oveurred, Four days afterward, that
is, on Marvch 5, three printing offices
and Colonel Gentil de Castro's resi-

dence were wrecked hy a Jucobin mob,
and on March § Gentil was murdered,
i corime that stirred the government
profoundly, owing to his prominence in
political affalrs and the revelation i1
afforded of the methods of thoge try-
Ing to overthrow the administration.
These events had the effoct of leading
the president 1o decide upon a definite
rupture with the Florlanistng, wha
were most clogely eonnected with the
Jacobing, Among the politiclans who
then abandoned him was Franciseo
fiycerio, the congressional leader of
the party. This man, who is a nearly
white mulntio, has the reputation of
belng one of the most cunning politi-
cal tricksters In Brazll, He s sald 1o
have outwitted even the crafty Mar-
#hal Florinno Peixoto and to have con-
tributed powerfully toward preventing
the latter from marking himself per.
manent dictator, He worked strenu-
ously for the election of President Pru-
dente de Moraes, whom he doubtless
hoped to control. He is one If the con-
gressmer whom the police official in
his report conglders responsihle for the
murder of the minigter of war and the
attempt on the Hfe of the president,
CONSPIRACIES,

With the réeturn to power of the pres-
ident began a series of conseiracies to
overthrow the government, which are
described at length in the report.

fnent in them was Deocleclano Martyr,

Of the twenty persong wliom the -
lee officind in charge of the Investiga-
tion holds responsible for the minister's
murder there is perhaps not one on
whore reputation thete is not some
stain, And yet many of them may he
gulltless of the erime with which they
are charged, The evidence against
them I8 not of a nature to Inspire con-
fidence, and it is only after testimony
hiae heen heard in open court that one
can safely venture to form an opinion
in regard to the culpability of any of
the accused except the soldier who was
taken in the act, '

FOILED,

The difieulty referred 1o of assassin-
ating without risk to themselves kept
the conspirators from overt aoets. They
mnde several attempts to incite mili-
tary insurrections, hut these falled,
Thelr inactivity in regard to their orig-
inal programme might perhaps have
eontinued if Deocleciano had not met
Marcelllno Bispo de M o, & soldler of
the Tenth Battalion of infarntry. The
soldier, having read and admired Den-
cleciane’'s vielent articles in the Jaco-
bino, was selzed with an earnest desire
to muike the acqualntance of thelpr
nuthor, and did so, The editor of the
Jacobing seems to have comprehended
that he had at last found the man he
needed. He took charge of the soldier
and began to prepare him for hig work,
making him swear fldelity by the mem-
ory of Marshal Fioriano Peixoto, When
Marcellina was supposed to be suffic-
fently tralned he was instigated to per-
form his task. To facllitate the work
every precaution was taken, even that
of  surrounding the president with
guards In the coufidence of the con-
spirators, But in spite of all favor-
able  circumstances, every attempt
proved frultless,

FINAL PREPARATIONS,

On Nov, § last at 7 o'clock in the
morning Déocleclano, Marcellino, and a
third man met at the office of the Ja-
cobino, On that day General Barbora
and twa battallons of Infantry (one of
whith had been eommanded by Mor-
el Cesar, Lhe sinieter ldol of the Ja-
cobins) were to arrive from HBahia,
where the Insurrection had finally been
suppressed, and elnborute preparations
had been made for thely reception,
They were to be met and welcomed by
the president of the republic, by the
vice oresldent, by the minister of war,
Wy a congressional committee, and by
winny other cltigens of high offlcial
rank. Afterward they were to mareh
in triumph through the city amid the
acelamations of the Plorianistas, who
bad mude arrongements for distribut-
Ing o thousand medals with Florlano's
portealt. What «lse might happen no
one could foreses,

Deoclectano had decided that one of
the events of the day shouldl be the
accomplishment of the object for which
he had so lung labored, Hisg (riend and
digciple, Marcelling, was 1o avail him-
self of the oepportunity which the dny
would offer for attempting the grand
stroke that was 1o save the army and
plnee him mecurely on the path that
wias o lead to the Marshal's baton
awalting the grasp of a second Flori-
ann, He and bis too! had necordingly
met at the office of the Jacoblno to ar-

dop

vange the final detnils of the day's
wark. The person with them was of
minor but still ess=atial importance

He wina to take charge of the box con-
Leining the weapons and hand them at
the proper time to the future marshal.
These weapons were a double-barrelled
iEtol, bought, it Is stated, with maoney
furnished by & congreseman, and a
knite, which Deocleciano, it is sald, in-
duced Marcellino to belleve to be pols-
aned,

In handling the weapons that morn-
ing Marcellino accidentally discharged
the pistol, and this Incldent 12 sald to
have produced a depressirg effect on
the cunsplrators, who, however, were
not thershy induced to  desist from
thelr purpose. Everything was ai lust
arranged, and Deovleciane went to
await the result at the headquarters of
the First regiment of cavalry, whose
commander s stated to have been In

man Barhbora Limna, and Joagquin Au-
gusto Freire took a steam launch and
went together on board, On their ar-
rival they learned that as soon as the
steamer  anchored Generals Argollo
and Costallat had gone on baard and
had a secret conference with Genetral
Barbora.

LORD FAIRFAX'S STRONG BOX.

Story of an Interesting Relic of the
Enrly Days of Virginia.
From the Washington Star,

In one of the partments of the Hotel
Ralelgh, now occupled by Mr. Phillp
W. Avirett, is a remarkanble relio, which
has & history of great interest, It §s
nothing more or less than the jron
strong box of Thomas, Lord Fairfax,
firss Jord proprietaey of Virginia, The
bex or chest j2 made of heavy wrought
fron, into which has been welded iron
glraps crossing each other at right an-
~lys, The elight ornamentation on the
front of the hoxshows it 1o be of Italian
workmanehip. The box Is in a stawe of
remarkable presevvation, The keyvhole
I# in tiie centre of the massive 1id, and
a large, heavy key, black with age,
turne easily in it. A wonderful thing
about the lock is that the key in turn-
ing sends sliding bholts out from all
sides of the 1id to eling beneath heavy

The strong hox was buried by Lord
Fawrfax at his home, Greenway court,
near Winchester, Va., when he died,
The reason that Fairfav buried It was
that he had filled it with money collects
ed by him in the shape of revennes for
the Crown, but he died hefore he had
an opportunity to take it up and en-
Joy the treagure, The only person w ho
kuew about the burlal of the box was
Dr. Thomas Woodeock, of Winchesier.
After the death of Lord Fairfax, Dr.
Waoodeook dus it up and took It to Phil-
adelphla, where he gave It to the agents
of the Bank of England who sent it to
England, still filled with money and
muniments of ttic. When the contents
had been removed the box was given to
the Fairfax heirs In Fngland.

The Fairfax heirs sent it hnek to Dr.
Woodeook flled with eilver plate, and
the strong box eventually passed from
Dr. Woodeock to Mrs, Hannah Dunbay
of Winchester. At Mre. Dunbar's
dealh she willed the box o her daugh-
ter, Mrs, Philip Willllams, of Virginia,
duting her lfetime, and provided that
It should then descend to Mra, Wil-
liams's helrs, among whom wax Mrs,
Aviret, wife of the Rev. Jap, B, Aviret,
formerly of Bllver Springs and now of
Nerth Caroling,

During the late war the chest was
again burled by thase who had It in
Fossession at Winchester, and a large
quantity of valuanble silver plate was
pluced In it in order to protect It from
posslhle selsure by the soldlers, Bey-
cral years ago the hox was dug up

agaln, Its  whereaboutz having heon
discovered through ionformation re-
celved from a former slave named

Granderson, who had helped to bury it,
but who preserved the secret of (ts lo-
ciatlon until he found death was near,
when be Givulged it to the proper rar-
ty. The belis of Mrs. Phillp Willinms
gave the strong box to Mr, Philip Wil-
linms Avirett, who now has it in his
nossession,

Among the treasures which were con-
tained in the strong hox at the time it
wag burled during the late war was a
miniatura portrait of the late Philip
Willlams, painted on Ivory by Rem-
brandt Peals, The miniature is incased
in a quant oval silver loeket, and is al=o
in the possesgsion of Mr, Avirett. Au-
thorities on such matters have ex-
presged the opinion that the minlature
ig as fine & spechuen of Peale's mar-
vellons art in minlature portrait paint-
irg as thore s extant,

THE SNOWY OWL,

Something About T'his Winter Visis
tor to the United Stntes.

This beautiful owl makes jts nest in
the far north, and in winter visits the
Unlted States, Arctic explorers hove
found it as far porth as they have ever
reached. They tell us that it nests on
the grvound or on a mossy rock, for/
while most owls nest In trees, there
are no trees in these far northern re-
glons—even the shrubs are stunted

They do not construct & nest or, at
moet, only gather together o few lenves
amd festhers, The eggs arve elght to ten
in number, aboul two and & half inches
in length, and nearly two Inches in the
smaller diameter, and_ Hke all owls'
eggn_ they are of a dirty white.

The young hirds are at flrst downy
and brownish-gray in color., It |8 not
till after they have left the nest that
they are white, murked with brown,
like the old birds,

The snowy owl hunts its prey by day.
Aabbita or hares, grouse and plarmigan
are pouneed upon and eaten, and also
small quadrupeds llke mice and lem-
mings, which abound in the Arctle re-
glons. It also catches fish, watching
silently by the streams till a fish comes
near the surface, when the owl seizes
it In Its strong claws,

The snowy owl Is about two feet In
length from bl to tin of wll, and its
wings when extended measure nearly
five feel from tip 1o tip. Most speci-
mens are white, marked with brown;
bul rarely Is one seen pure white, The
plumage is extremely thick and waring
even the feel are c¢lad In feathers to
the tips of the claws,

Most writers that have been to the
Arctic reglons say nothing about the
voice of this owl, s0 we miaht Infer
that they hind never heard It hoot as
other owls do; * but an explorer of the
last century describes s Cry ns very
unpleasant.—Our Animal Friends,
